His  employees  he 
regarded  as  his  assoelatet  In  eCrort,  and  as  a 
conatquence  he,  in  turn,  was  looked  upon  as 
t|ie  princely  employer  because  nothing  could 
•jKoed  his  f almesa  In  all  his  daahnii  with  thoft 
who  gave  him  service. 

Those  who  recall  the  pre-war  activities  of 
Mr.  Matson  will  lemembw  tha  part  h»  ylaiyad 
in  providing  a  solution  for  the  SODfhees  Reserve 
problem  which  had  been  agitating  Victoria  for 
many  years.  At  tha  request  of  tha  lata  llr 
Richard  McBrlde  he  undertook  negoMattaOi  lOT 
the  remoral  of  the  Indians  from  Ilia  haart  «< 
the  Industrial  district  to  a  soltabla  loeatkm  out- 
side municipal  bounds.  With  consummate 
diplomacy  and  tact  Mr.  Mataon  won  the  confi- 
dence of  the  songheea  tribe.  Tha  negottattons 
naceasarlly  of  an  extreinely  ^^Jj^' 
but  no  ena  more  fitting  could  hate  been  aaweiea 
for  tha  task.  Those  negotlatkma  were  gOTarned 
AhraM  by  the  spirit  of  fair  play  and  on  the 
buUof  adequate  reparation  for  the  wards  of 
tha  Dominion  aovernment.  Complete  success 
SawnSllfc.  Mitaon'a  airorts.  Both  Federal  and 
Provincial  Governments  were  whoUy  satisfied 
with  the  result,  and  It  Is  one  |hat  haa  new 
baan  latiattad  by  the  Indians  ihem.sclves^  Mr 
Mataon  won  the  lifelong  friendship  of  the 
flonthees.  There  was  never  an  undertaking  of 
^batm  character  in  which  he  engaged  in  the 
carrying  out  of  which  he  did  not  enlarge  the 
circle  of  those  who  learned  to  accord  htm 
respect  and  esteem. 

Mr.  Matson  will  be  recaUed 
factor  in  having  brought  about  tha 
tha  Boyal  Victoria  Theatre.  He  believed  that 
iueh  «&  anterprlae  waa  a  necessary  part  of  the 
SXral  growth  of  tha  eommunl^.  Circum- 
Itaneea  over  which  he  had  no  control  made  him 
a  heavy  loser  in  that  venture,  but  ^Jj^^^^ 
losses  without  a  murmur,  as  a  part  indeefl  oi 
tha  game  of  Ufe  which  he  played  in  such  a 
gallant  way.  To  his  sole  foreright  and  initiative, 
and  through  the  capital  which  na  mva^a,  wm 
Vancouver  Island  Coach  Lines  became  a  sub- 
stantial factor  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  pros- 
perity of  this  part  of  the  Provlnea.  To  uua 
mtarprlaa  ho  gave  of  his  time  and  energies  with 
unfTudglnB  devotion,  and  he  pUnnedltwlth  a 
foraalght  and  completenesa  that  JJ* 
oomiums  from  every  quarter.  Orldlrontof  With 
up-to-date  transportation  faclUUes  the  roads  of 
Vancouver  Island,  this  coach  servtoa  haa  bacome 
an  tallcgral  part  of  our  development  programme 
our  people  owe  thla  measure  of  ease  with  which 
they  are  now  abla  to  traval  to  and  fto  to  the 
vlsloB  and  organkdng  aMUty  af  tha  graU  ettlien 
who  Is  no  more.  ^  ^  ^  ^  »,  - 

A  gentleman  possessed  of  a  hod  Of  aterung 
characteristics  Is  gone  from  our  midst  in  th.' 
death  of  Mr.  Matson.  Ho  was  open-banded  and 
open-hearted  always.  Hla  bualnaaa  ptwtalon 
waa  ol  an  acute  type,  and  it  never  lacked  Indom 
Itable  opUmlsm  aa  an  accompaniment.  It  was, 
Indeed,  the  wlU  to  suceaad  that  communicated 
Mthuslasm  to  others.  No  man  could  see  the 
silver  lining  to  any  cloud  of  doubt  better  than 
he  could.  Where  he  might  hava  saaaMd  to  aome 
Impulsive,  it  was  the  impulsiveness  of  generous 
and  glowing  hope  and  of  invincible  belief  to  his 
own  power  to  perform  a  task  upon  «hlall  he 
had  set  his  heart.  The  tasks  were  many  on 
which  ha  concentrated  hla  energies,  and  they 
were  alwaya  thoaa  for  the  betteimani  of  his 
fellow  men  and  for  the  benent  of  tha  attf  and 
province  which  he  loved  so  weU. 

The  thousands  who  know  Mr.  Mataon  and 
ranked  him  as  their  friend  know  that  there  was 
not  an  atom  of  aeUUhnaaa  to  his  heart.  In  all 
hla  relationships  te  Ufa  ha  waa  tha  moat  prac- 
tical kind  of  altrul.st.  a  man  of  man,  indeed,  in 
that  respect  for  hla  talenU  wera  avar,  without 
any  desire  for  any  ofllea,  at  tha  aarvloa  of  tha 
State  In  a  political  asnas  he  waa  loyalty  incar- 
nate. He  gave  of  tha  baal  thai  waa  to  him,  and 
It  waa  a  splendid  beat,  on  bahalf  of  tha  Prov- 
toce,  of  the  Dominion  anrl  of  the  Empire  it 
may  ba  doubted  If  tha  ConaervaUves  of  the  Do- 
minion aver  had  a  tfvar,  a  alara  loyal  or  a  mora 
unshakeable  tiliOd.  He  was  forever  sou 
tha  daptha  of  hla  own  toteUlgence  and  K^ui^ 
tha  advlca  of  thoae  ha  truatad  to  dlKiotar  ways 
and  means  to  assist  the  poOUcal  cause  he 
aspouaed.

Maloun  ■^a.^  .scaiLfly  nioie  than  a 
youth  when  he  came  to  this  city 
and  engaged  In  business  more  than 
forty  years  ago.  He  wil!  be  remem- 
bered by  old  residents  for  the  vigor 
and  siirewdness  with  which  he  pur- 
sttsd  bis  professional  activities,  as 
wril  ae  for  the  gsntal  aoetal  quali- 
ties. Inherent  kindliness  and  toler- 
ant spu^t  iribioh  Biada  him  a 
favorite  among  tha  younger  genera- 
tion at  that  thne.  There  was 
.scarcely  any  movement  in  the  life 
of  the  eonimunlty  wliirh  did  not 
enli.st  his  eaKer,  practieal  miere.st; 
he  was  u  Iteen  .sportsman,  he  took 
an  active  part  in  political  matter.s. 
although  never  as  a  candidate,  and 
was  ready  to  support  with  such 
moana  aa  lay  within  his  power  any 
cause  wkkh  ooounended  itself  to 
him  aa  being  useful  to  tbe  city.  In 
thoee  days  his  bustaiea  Interests 
were  confined  to  real  estate,  brok- 
erage and  insurance.  It  was  not 
until  1906  that  he  acquired  The 
Colonist,  to  the  surprise  of  many 
of  his  acquaintances  who  were 
unaware  tiuit  he  cherished  any 
aspirations  kt  the  WOrid  Of  nsws- 
paperdom.

Mr.  Matson  devoted  hlmsdf  almost 
entirely  to  the  dtrecUon  of  the 
Important  newq;»per  property  he 
had  acquired.  He  spared  neither 
time,  energy  nor  money  in  i:  >  df 
velopment,  and  eventually  wa.s  :ity.i 
to  contemplate  a  .siKually  .suc(  ( .s.sfu: 
record  as  a  newspaper  proprietor. 
When  that  point  was  reached  he, 
cliaracteristi^lly  enough,  decided  to 
expand  his  gubUsliing  activities,  and 
for  some  time  published  The  News- 
Advertlssr  in  Vancouver,  and  The 
Herald  in  Nanalmo.  both  of  which 
he  later  disposed  of.  the  former' 
eventually  evolving  into  The  Van- 
couver Sun  As  a  newspaper  pro- 
prietor Mr.  MaUson's  opportunities 
for  public  .service  naturally  were 
very  wide,  and  every  programme 
which  enli.sted  his  interest  or  sym- 
pathy received  his  powerful  .support. 
Jh»  Times  did  not  agree  with  some 
ot  his  poUeies.  but  always  apprc- 
cU^ted  the  purposes  he  had  in  view, 
and  the  vigor  and  ability  with 
which  he  sought  to  realize  them. 

Mr.  Matson  was  essentially  a 
builder,  who  derived  more  plea.sure 
from  the  actual  process  of  coiv;truc- 
tlon  than  from  contemplation  of 
the  finished  work.

The  cmiduct  of 
an  bnportant  newwaper  la  a  Mg 
task  In  ttseU,  but  hi  Mr.  Matson's 
ease  It  was  not  a  sufllelent  outlet 
for  his  irrepressible  energy.  Hav- 
ing developed  It  to  the  point  where

toria Dally  Colonist  after  Mr.  J.  8.

Business  and  polltleal  rivalry  was 
very  keen  in  those  early  days,  but 
it  was  never  so  bitter  as  to  en- 
gender panaoMhtl^  bitter  personal 
feelings  or  relations — ^at  least  It  was 
not  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Matson.

"Vlotorta  and  British  Oebanbin 
have  bwt  a  dlstlngukflwd  emsen  in 
the  death  of  John  Samuel  Henry 
Matson,  and  a  great  many  people 
have  lost  a  very  good  friend  He 
was  publi.sher,  farmer,  poUlirian. 
organizer,  pioneer.  He  had  been 
identified  with  the  life  of  the  prov- 
ince for  tiie  i,i>i  h>iiy-two  years. 
His  taking-off  yesterday  waa  sud- 
den, and  the  news  of  It  will  come 
as  a  shock  to  a  great  circle  of  peo- 
ple who  knew  him.  He  was  only 
slsty-two;  he  waa  a  man  of  great 
physieal  strength  and  nigged  eon- 
sUtution.  Full  Ufe  that  he  had.  it 
tnust  stUl  ssem  to  everybody  who 
knew  Sam  Matson  that  be  w«Bl 
iMfore  his  time. 

"It  is  natural  to  speak  c?  him  a? 
flam  Matson,  and  especially  It  U 
nataral  in  the  language  of  a  news- 
paper obittuuy.  He  was  Sam  Mat-

VlctoriHn.s  It  .seemed  t)ia'  •)!'  •.i-.hu 
and  tlie  paper  had  aiwa  ■  t'-cn 
identified.  He  was  its  pnbii^iicr  wnd

lut  be  was  mueh  more  than  a 
pubhaher.  He  waa  eesentially  an 

outdoor  man.  he  loved  ttie  soD,  he 
found  a  vent  for  his  tremendous 
phvfual  energy  as  a  farmer.  Every 
tiiiryinan  In  the  [xrovlnce  knew  him 
.us  one  of  the  foremo.sl  breeders  and 
Importers  of  fine  Jersey  cattle,  and 
Ills  record  In  that  line— for  he  must 
have  spent  a  great  deal  more  money 
in  it  ttian  ha  ever  aukde— was  an 
achievement  thai  dassivss  to  be 
rated  ss  flrst-dsas  puUle  service. 
As  a  poUttdan,  staMO  file  war  at  any 
rate,  he  had  retb^  somewhat  from 
hLs  former  position  of  great  per- 
sonal influence;  but  In  the  famous 
regime  of  Sir  llichard  McBrlde  he 
was  hardly  le.ss  than  the  power  be- 
hind tlie  throne.  Amon>?  his  latter 
achievements  wa.s  the  suecessful 
organization  of  the  motor  trans- 
port service  which  covers  every  Im- 
portant hlgfawair  of  Vancouver 
Island. 

"The  secret  of  Sam  Matson  was 
open  to  everybody  who  knew  him 
He  had  an  aboundlnR  enerKv  a  real 
talent  for  or(?aniziition.  a  Kdt  lor 
friendship  As  hf  dead  in  Vic- 
toria, all  the  faults  he  had  are 
swallowed  up  in  the  recollection  of 
that  last.  He  was  as  shrewd  in  a 
deal  as  any  man.  but  there  was  al- 
ways a  way  to  gst  at  Bam  Matson, 
and  that  was  to  teU  him  of  some- 
one's misfortune.  Among  all  tbe 
people  who  mourn  his  death  today, 
there  are  verv  many  who  have 
known  his  kindness.

LONDON,  Nov,  3  (AP)— A.  J. 
Cook,  once  known  as  the  "Fire- 
brand" of  the  Labor  part\  to:  many 
years  general  secretary  of  the  Brlt- 
Uh  Miners'  Federation  and  dubbed 
ICmperor  Cook"  during  the  general 
strike  In  1036,  died  at  a  liiidHI  to 
Hampetead  today. 

Oook  waa  forty-aeven  yean  dd. 
He  waa  bom  the  son  of  a  soldier 
and  educated  at  the  elementary 
.school  and  Central  Labor  rollege, 
London.  He  preached  In  n  Rnptlst

scarcely  diuimnid  But  practically 
.streaking  there  Is  no  house  un- 
damaged In  Belize,  and  only  about 
eight  that  are  stUl  habitable. 

Oovemmenk  HOuse  had  He  ver- 
andas and  porches  torn  off  and 
nearly  all  its  doors  and  Windows 
wrenched  ofT:  the  roof;  aS  bwl  one 
corner,  was  stripped. 

"The  deluge  that  followed  on  the 
night  of  the  12th  ran  down  the 
main  staircase  like  a  waterfall.  On 
September  10  celebrations  took 
place,  and  an  address  of  loyalty 
was  presented.  Then  we  were 
warned  that  a  hnrrieane  jnlght  tall 

south  of  BeUae,  but  boQi  I  and 

I  realiasd  there  waa  nothing  to  do. 
The  weather  became  dark  and  gusty 
about  3  p.ih.  Then  It  started  with 
fury  to  l)eat  from  the  northwest. 
Windows  began  to  give  on  the  upper 
veranda  We  nailed  boards  acrass 
tile  Inner  glass  ones,  but  to  no  avail, 
so  we  abandoned  the  top  story  and 
went  down  below.  The  boathouse 
went  first,  then  a  huge  tree  crashed 
on  to  the  house — fortunately,  a 
eucalyptus  which  was  brittle  and 
broke  Itself,  doing  anaUdamags  to 
the  comer  where  'we  wevs. 

"Hie  Colonial  Secretary's  house 
next  door  was  unroofed  and  part 
of  the  top  story  gone,  and  we 
shouted  to  them,  when  the  wind 
and  rain  abated  a  little,  to  come 
over  to  us.  Mrs.  Piling,  her  daush- 
ter.  and  a  family  named  Mlnty, 
consisting  of  "mother  and  five  chil- 
dren, rushed  over  In  tbO  Mil  and 
only  just  in  time. 

"The  sea  had  been  blown  by  the 
northwest  wind  till  the  mud  flaU 
In  front  e(  Otoveratesnl  Bowe  w«« 
bare. 

•Tills  flrst  wind  had  lasted  thrse- 
quarters  of  an  hour,  and  in  the  lull 
we  took  stock  of  damage.    80  far 

only  a  few  windows 
veranda  and  the  boathou.se  had 
gone.  The  lull  last-ed  about  twenty- 
eight  minutes,  and  during  that  time 
the  sea  beKan  to  gradually  come 
back,  lapping  the  lawn,  then  up,  up, 
up  till  it  reached  in  a  swtrlinK'  tide 
the  eight-foot  veranda.  Then  the 
wind  from  the  opposite  direction 
beg^,  the  front  porch  went,  the 
windows  all  caved  in;  the  eea,  the 
wind  and  xain  laihed  Ibraagb  the 
house. 

HOPE  LOST 
"There  didn't  seem  a  hope.  We, 
twenty  \«.hlt./>  and  about  thirty  black 
people  who'd  taken  refuge,  sat 
huddled  behind  one,  or  rather  two, 
wooden  partitions  round  the  grand 
piano,  Itetenlng  to  the  crash  of  gal 
vanlaed  Iron  and  rinplng  of  wood- 
work, eeetef  huge  teaU  that  had 
been  tiding  at  anchor  ta  front  of 
the  house  the  night  before  go  swirl- 
ing by  the  windows.  Fortunately, 
none  of  them  actually  hit  the  house 
The  noise  was  ghastly,  and  tlie 
house  trembled  at  each  blast.

Several  people  wiio'd  taken 
refuge  in  the  chuvolt  WMW  klllld  m 
drowned  there.

"The  organization  of  clearing  out 
the  dead,  burning  them  without  set- 
ting the  town  en  ttri^  waa  %  wonder- 
ful  work.
